secretary of state and the Canadian pre­ 
m ier found them selves in much accord. 
Mr. Sherm an has long favored the most 
cordial relations between the U nited 
Stan s aud Canada. 
Sir W ilfrid has 
bet n the conspicuous exponent of the 
same view in Canada. 
It was realized 
on both hands, however, that the dis­ 
cussion now opened was not one w hich 
ooi^d bring im m ediate results.

as his attorneys—Messrs. Dickinson and 
Boardman—had made a futile effort to 
secure another writ of habeas corpus in 
fcfto United States court and had not 
even been granted permission to appeal 
from tliat decision to the supreme coart 
of the United States. 
Meanwhile, however, Attorney Deu- 
prey hasten.*#*to Sacramento aud ap­ 
plied to the supreme court for a writ of 
probable cause for the purpose of stay­ 
ing the proceedings against his client 
upon the grounds that no official knowl­ 
edge of the act iou of the supreme court 
of the I. ailed States in the matter of 
D am nit's appealing from th. decision 
pf th© federal coart had yet been re­ 
ceived; that the supreme court hail acted
